Ye Golfers. 

| Well, ‘how is your game? I prom- 
| ised to tell you a few things about 
this game of golf. I suppose you 
all read the lessons, even if you do 
I suppose you will say I am one of 
“Ye Golfers,” so that is what I 
| should and will read. I certainly 
appreciate all the good things “Ye 
Golfers’ are saying about me, I only 
hope I will continue to get your 
appreciation. I will do all I can to 
help beginners and golfers. 

A very common shot golfefs get 
is where you stand above or below 
your ball. If you stand below your 
ball you must shorten your grip 
and aim a little to the right, as the 
ball is sure to be pulled. If you 
stand above your ball, bend your 
knees a little more and aim to the 
left, as'’the ball is sure to be 
sliced; how far to aim to right or 
left I can’t tell you; some must aim 
more than others. 

If you get a hanging lie, don’t 
aim to. hit the ball], aim one or two 
inches behind it. The weight of 
your body must go forward on a 
hanging lie, therefpre, if you did 
not aim behind the ball you would 
be almost sure to top the ball. 

If your ball is on an up-hill lie, 
you must not try and follow through 
to get distance, you must play safe, 
and the safest shot is a stab into 
the ground just behind the ball. 
(Qf course, there are times when 

you can use your brassie, by all 
' means use it). The shot I mean for 
the stab is when your ball lies on 
the bank of a bunker or hollow; this 
is one of the times when the club 
/ must be held tight in the hands. 


As I mentioned in a previous ar- 
ticle, practice more with iron cly?* 
than with wood; midiron and mag 
should be used more in practicé. I 
suppose you have heard the remark 
often, “If I had only used.my mashie 
good, I would have had a low score.” 
I know and you know men who can 
drive from 200 to 250 yards, and 
as the saying goes, they are finished. 
You can bet those men practice 
wood clubs only, maybe they have 
a few putts now and again. You 
know the man who is good with iron 
clubs is the man to fear. 

Don’t forgfet "when you practice 
aim at some object, directions counts 
for a Jot. I have noticed men play- 
ing iron clubs who just dig the 
ground. The ball goes away alJright, 
but it don’t go far, too much turf be- 
tween face of club .and ball—you 
must follow through. 

Don’t Change Form. 

You have heard a golfer say, “I 
must change my form?” Now that 
is a thing no mian should do unless 
his form is very bad (or rotten, ex- 
cuse expression). There are lots of 
ways to improve your game without 
changing your form. A man told 
me the other day he would take les- 
sons froin me only he was afraid I 
would try and make him change his 
form. You have read my previous 
articles and you know my ideas of 
golf pretty well—change a man's 
form, no sir, he has got into his 
own: form—don’t make him change 
it. 

What about that approach shot of 
yours, that is always short? Have 
you noticed it? Of course, you hava. 
Well, try this next time you play: 
Pitch your ball onto the green, don’t 
pitch short and allow for run. Now 
don’t be afraid, pitch well onto the 
green; you will find you are-saving 
a few strokes on a round of golf.

LUDENDORFF CLAIMS |

Copenhagen, March 1.—A dispatch 
from Berlin quotes an _ interview 
with General Ludendorff, former 
first quartermaster general of the 
German army, in which he repeats 
former statements that he desired 
peace on the basis of the status 
quo, both in 1917 and 1918. 

Ludendorff is reported to have 
said that the events in August of 
last year showed that the value of 
some units in the German army, had 
depreciated and that an improve-- 
ment was not to be expected in view 
of the fact that the war had broken 
the will of the people at home. Aft- 
erwards the ground had become 
shaky, said Ludendorff, and he in- 
formed the government that it was 
no longer possible to make Ger- 
many’s enemies desire peace by 
means of war, and that warfare 
should be ended quickly. 

After the collapse of Bulgaria. ac- 
cording to the interview, Ludendorff

| “After the midnight arrest of Ed- | 


ward De Valera near his home in 
Greystone,” Mr. O'’Cealligh began, 
“he, with twelve comrades, was sent 
to Lincoln prison, the other Sinn 
Feiners arrested being distributed 
in order to avoid concentrating 
them at any one jail. Because of 
De Valera’s importance, the strict- 
est watch was maintained upon the 
prison. The most stringent censor- 
ship possible was mantaned over 
their mail. It may be. seen, there- 
fore, that it was most difficult to 
get word to De Valera concerning 
his escape. 
Feeling in Ireland Intense 

“The feelings in Ireland are in- 
tense, because these men, against 
whom no charges have been pre- 
ferred should be kept in prison, In- 
cluded among the prisoners were 
thirty-seven members of parlia- 
ment. A committee was appointed 
to take charge of the question of 
the release of the incarcerated com- 
rades and the first result of that 
committee’s activity was the escape 
of De Valera. 

“The committee selected a num- 
ber of men for the job who had 
been tried by fire and who would 
not be too timid in. case there was 
gun pldy. The first task was to 
survey the prison and discovep the 
possibilities of a forceful coup, Just 


outside was wa small patch of ground 
on which the prisoners. were allowed 
to exercise. 

“This place was surrounded by a 
series of barbed wire entdngle- 
ments.. At sunset a force of mili- 
tary was thrown about the prison. 
Because of this military it was de- 
cided to be unwise to try to rush 


‘the place for fear of loss of life, 


and the probable death of De Va- 
lera. 

“The next move was to communi- 
cate with De Valera, which was 
very difficult. However, one Sinn 
Feiner, started working on a gar- 
den plot, of which there were sev- 
eral near the prison. He attracted 
De Valera’s attention one day by 
singing Sinn Fein songs in Gaelic, 
in which he told the leader that an 
attempt would be made to rescue 
him. The warden’s suspicions were 
not aroused, because it was not un- 
common for Irish workmen to be 
about the prison. 


Again Sang a Song. 


“This man -appeared again sev- 
eral days later and again sang a 
ballad in which he told De Valera 
that the rear exit of the prison was 
the most feasible for the attempt, 
and asking De Valera to secure an 
impression of the key to the gate. 

“The impression of the key was 
secured. I am nat quite sure of the 
method, but I presume it was the 
same as the one I myself employed 

at one time, which was making a 
paste of bread and soap and then 
distracting the warder’s attention 
while the big key was slapped into 
the paste for a second. This im- 
pression was wrapped in paper with 
a stone and thrown to the singer 
in the garden plot. 

“The sentries of the prison were 
a grave menace to the plans, and 
the committee tried to find girls 
who could be employed to influence 
them. Finally a telegram was sent 
to Dublin for two handsome young 
women, both highly cultured univer- 
sity graduates, who arrayed them- 
selves as shop girls and crossed the 
| channel. 


The Girls Flirted. 


“The girls deliberately set out to 
flirt with the soldiers and soon 
eame to know most of the guards. 
De Valera was informed by code in 
a letter that February 3 was set 
for the escape. This little code had 
been arranged for just such an 
emergency. ‘ 

“On the eve of February 3 four 
motor cars with Irishmen were sent 
wandering about the country to 
serve as decoys for the police. At 
4 o’clock the prisoners were brought 
in from their period of exercise. 
They then had three hours about 
the prison before they were looked 
up for the night, 

“In the dusk the girls appeared 
and enticed the guards from the 
rear of the prison. Then two Sinn 
Feinérs quickly cut a path through 
the barbed wire. 

“At 5 o’clock De Valera with Mc- 
Garry and Millroy- (the two Sinn 
Feiners who escaped with De Va- 
lera) sauntered to the back gate. 
Their friends outside crept up and 
onened the gate with the false key, 
while the sentries continued their 
flirtation with the girls. An auto- 
mobile was waiting and De Valera 
was whisked away to London, while 
the nolice chased the decoy motors. 

“Where is De Valera now? TI can 
not state, but he will he here on 
time when he is wanted.”

Porto Rico Calls to the 
United States--Unionists 
and Republicans Unite 
in Demand on American 
Congress. 


San Juan, March 1.—<After a de- 
bate of more than two days in both 
houses of the insular legislature, 
the unfonists and republicans today 
agreed to join forces in insisting 


_that the American congress make 
| known what the future of Porto 
| Rico is to be. It was agreed if 
'there can be no assurance. that 
statehood is possible, the parties 
should work for independence. 

The debate came after the receipt 
here of the text of the speech made 
in the house of representatives in 
Washington February 11 by the res- 
ident commissioner, Felix Cordova 
Davila, in which he urged congress 
to state definitely whether statehood 
and complete self-government for 
Porto Rico was possible. If it was 
not possible, the commissioner told 
the house he would insist on com- 
plete independence. Both houses of 
the legislature yesterday forwarded 
@ message of congratulation to 
Commissioner Davila “for the splen- 
did and just exposition of our polit- 
ical situation before ‘the American 
people.” 

Senator Iglesias, a socialist, op- 
posed commending Mr. Davila’s 
speech on the ground that he should 
have told the American congress of 
the grave economic conditions on 
the island and explained “that 85 
per cent of the inhabitants were 
slaves of a few corporations who 
took money from the island to dis- 
tribute to stockholders abroad.” 
EPIDEMIC AND QUAKE 
DISTRESS PORTO RICO? 
Washington, March 1.—A picture 
of distressing conditions in Porto 
Rico, resulting from earthquake and 
epidemic, was given President Wil- 
son today by Governor Yager, who 
asked the president’s aid in obtain- 
ing action on a house bill appro- 
priating $300,000 for relief work, 
which has been held up in the sen- 
ate. Owing to the demands on the 
president’s time, Governor Yager 


‘submitted his request in a letter. 


“The d¢arthquake which occurred 
in the island last October was a rea} 
calamity of great importance,” Gov- 
ernor Yager said. ‘“‘Though the loss 
of life was comparatively small, 
only some 110 persons being killed 
outright, the property loss was 
enormous. Thousands of persons 
were made homeless and thousands 
weer thrown out of employment by 
the sudden paralysis of commerce 
and industry. The problem or res- 
toration and reconstruction was 
acute and the little island is en- 
tirely unable to solve it without the 
help of the national government. 
“To add to the difficulties a great 
epidemic of influenza swept over 
the isiand right on the heels 
of the earthquake shocks and many 
thousands of human victims were 
added to those caused by the seis- 
mic tragedy. 

Appeal to Congress. 


“Under these: circumstances the 
island people appealed to congress 
for help. A joint resolution was 
promptly passed by the house of 
representatives appropriatin= $300,- 
000 to be expended under the di- 
rection of the secretary of war in 
earthquake relief in Porto Rico, 
four-fifths of whch sum was to be 
used in repair and reconstruction 
of the federal buildings which were 
destroyed by the earthquake, This 
resolution has failed of passage in 
the senate for some reason and as 
the matter now stands the national 
government has refused to extend 
any help to the Island of Porto 
Rico in the midst of these great 
calamities. 

“I cannot believe that this repre- 
sents the real feeling of the people 
of the government, of our great 
country.” 

Governor Yager declared Porto 
Rico had done fine service to the 
nation in the war, contributing free- 
ly of its man power and financial 
resources, and added: 

‘TIT cherish the hope that some 
way may be found even yet to re- 
pair the error which I fear will pro- 
duce some unhappy effects upon the 
future feelings and relations of the 
people of both the island and the 
mainland.” 


CONGRESSMAN SCORED 
BY U. §. COMPTROLLER 


/ 

Washington, March 1:—In a let- 
ter tonight to Representative Mc- 
Fadden, of Pennsylvania, who re- 
cently in the house attacked Comp- 
troller of the Currency Williams and 
introduced a resolution for an in- 
vestigation of his office and con- 
duct, Mr. Williams declared the 
member was in the position of hav- 
ing taken a shot at him from safe 
ambush “and skulking away too 
hastily” to know what injury had 
been done. 

Pointing out that on the day of 
the atack he had published a chal- 
lenge to hasten the investigation, 
the comptroller said eleven days had 
passed without’an effort on Mr. Mc- 
Fadden’s part to present evidence in 
support of “your injurious accusa- 
tions or innuendoes against me or to 
press your suggestion of an inves- 
tigation.” 

Mr. Williams asserted Mr. McFad- 
den, as cashier and president of a 
bank in Pennsylvania, had been un- 
der rebuke and _ criticism of the 
treasury department for more than 
twenty years and through five 
comptrollerships and by fifteen bank 
examiners and that only constant 
interference of the comptroller’s of- 
fice had preserved the: institution’s 
safety. He discussed the condition 
of the bank in some detail and said, 
as he had been unjustly assailed, 
he had the right to show what he 
believed to he the qauses and mo- 
tives underlying the attack. 

Mr. McFadden tonight issued this 
statement: 

“The statement of John Skelton 
Williams has just been shown to me. 
A hurried reading of the statement, 
I assert, proves the truth of my. as-

‘Washington—Wilson to 
Receive Irish Delegation 
in New York. 


Washington,. March 1.—The dele- 
gation of prominent American citi- 
zens of Jrish descent appointed at 
the recent Irish race convention in 
Philadelphia won its ‘fight today 
for action by ene house rules 
committee to give right of way 
in congress to a resolution in- 
structing the American delegates 
at Paris to urge Ireland’s cause 
before the peace conference. 

After hearing the delegation, which 
was headed by Justice John W. Goff 
and Daniel F. Cohalan, of New York, 
the rules committee agreed to re- 
port out a rule making the resolu- 
tion in order in. the house before 
adjournment. 

later the delegation which ar- 
rived in Washington Tuesday, call- 
ed at the white house to see Presi- 
dent Wilson and personally present 
to him resolutions and memorials’ 
adopted at the Philade!phia conven- 
tion. They failed to see the presi- 
dent, but were told he would re- 
ceive them tn New York next Tues- 
day night after he speaks at the 
Metropolitan Opera house on the 
league of nations. 

Statement by Grace. 

Tonight John P. Grace, former 
mayor of Charleston, S. C., and a 
member of the delegation, gave out 
a statement saying: 

“All during the war it was pre- 
sumed that among the small nations 
America was fighting to establish 
in security was, surely Treland, to 
which as Washington and the pa- 
triots of America acknowledged they 
owed more in the fateful hours of 
the revolution than all other foreign 
powers~- combined: but when the 
committee from the Philadelphia 
convention got to Washington it met 
with a strong series of easiest tc 
difficulties. 

“Twenty-one men from as far west 
as the Pacific coast and from New 
England and the south, solemnly left 
their important affairs and arfived 
in Washington Tuesday night, ac- 
cording as they supposed an appoint- 
ment at the white house on Wed- 
nesday to receive them. Wednesday 
passed, Thursday’ passed, Friday 
passed and practically the whole of 
Saturday and they have not seen the 
president yet. They had great dif- 
ficulty even in seeing his secre- 
tary. 

“Word had come to them throvgh 
many supposedly authentic chan- 
nels that they would be seen at this 
hour or that hour, or on this day 
or on that day. They approached 
the subject through senators and 
attaches of various degrees of im- 
portance at the white house and 
elsewhere, but there was an im- 
penetrable barrier.

CASE OF ANTHRAX 


82d Now Expected 
To Arrive April | 
At Charleston, S. C. 


Men Will Probably Come 
Immediately to Camp 
Gordon for Demobiliza- 
tion, Writes Atlantan in 
Division. 

News that the Eighty-second di- 
vision has received orders in France 
that will probably result in its land- 
ing at Charleston and immediate 
transfer to Camp Gordon for de- 
mobilization, is contained in a let- 
ter from an Atlanta member of the 
division to a friend here dated Feb- 
ruary l. 

“We have just received orders to 
move from the tenth training area 
to the Le Mans area on February 
f15.” the Atlantan writes. “The or- 
ders further direct that we leave 
Le Mans for a harbor on March 1. 
This should put us on boat by March 
15, and we should arrive in the 
states by April 1. It is probable 
that the Eighty-second division will 
land at Charleston and proceed im- 
mediately from there to Camp er 
don to be demobilized.” 

This is the first information of a 
nature by any means definite that 
has been received in Atlanta. It is 
interesting to note that the At- 
lantan’s statement concerning the 
movement of the Eighty-second 
from the tenth to the Le Mans area 
was exactly correct, the division 
having made this change in its lo- 
cation on the date indicated. 

The Ejighty-second division was 
trained at Camp Gordon and won a 
place in the heart of Georgia and 
the entire south. News that it may 
return here to be demobilized will 
undoubtedly be received with much 
interest,

Following the discovery at Camp 
Gordon of a case of anthrax, a rare 
and dangerous disease, due in this 
instance to an infected shaving 
brush, the state board of health 
yesterday issued a warning to the 
public against the purchase of any 
cheap brush to be used on the flesh. 

Steps have already been taken, 
it was announced by Dr. T. F. Aber- 
crembie, secretary of the board, ,to 
have all the brushes of the kind 
in which the infection was found 
removed from the market, but it

Anthrax or splenic fever, is pri- 
marily a disease of animals, but it 
can be transmitted to man by means 
of furs, hides, bristles and some- 
times meatr It is usually fatal, 
highly infectious and particularly 
dangerous because the spores which 
carry the disease are practically un- 
affected by germicides. 

Immediately upon the develop- 
ment of the case at,the camp, an in- 
vestigation was started, and it was 
found that the shaving brush used 
by the patient was the medium that 
transferred the infectious spores. 
Following up the discovery that the 
brush contained the spores, the 
name of the store where the brush 
was purchased was optained and. the 
state board of health condemned 
the entire Jot,, notified the distrub- 
uting agent of the brush for this

President Wilson’s Stand 
Indorsed in Resolutions 
Passed Here—Copies to

There was nothing spectacular 
about the closing in Atlanta of the 
ninth and last congress in the series 
which have been held all over the 
United States to promote confidence 
in the league of nations, but rarely 
has there been seen in Atlanta a 
body of such size more responsive 
to the ideas presented, more in sym- 
pathy with the earnest purpose of 
meeting than that which rose to 
give the chautauqua salute to ex- 
President Taft when he came on the 
stage of the Auditorium Saturday 
evening for the final session of the 
Atlanta convention. 

As in the other congresses, the 
last conference was devoted to a 
recognition of labor and its demand 
for a league of nations, Mr. Taft fol-. 
lowing John P. Frey, editor of the 
International Moulders’ Journal, and 
Jerome Jones, editor of The Journal 
of Labor, in a masterful appeal that 
America’s pledge to, the people of 
Europe of a league of nations be 
overwhelmingly met by the Ameri- 
can people, 

Value of Public Opinion. 

He gave in this summary the rea- 
sons why the United States senate 
must be forced by public opinion to 
en comenant of \Pariea gee. ae” 
Wilt be presented in final form 
within the next few months. 

Mr. Taft came out strongly for 7 
organized labor, the antidote, he % 
said, for the anarchy which is alive 
the world over, and for collective 
bargaining between labor and capi- 
tal. As face to face discussions of 
employer and worker are the first 
step in minimizing the trouble be- 
tween labor and capital, so face to 
face discussions - between nations 
form the fair basis of international 
dealings. 

“This is what the league of na- 
tions proposes to do,” he _ said, 
“bring the nations face to face 
where each recognizes the rights 
and demands of the other.” 

The opposition to the league de- 
veloped in the senate by those “who 
do not seem to charge themselves 
with the slightest responsibility as 
to our allies with whom we were 
associated ag brothers,” Mr. Taft 
| characterized as a “selfish, slacker 
attitude.” The arguments which 
have been used against the Paris 
covenant are unworthy, he con- 
tinued, of the high position we 
prided ourselves upon when we en- 
tered the war, and show a reaction 
from the lofty purposes which ac- 
tuated this country then. 

Glad Wilson Made Trip. 

“I am glad that the president 
went to Europe,” Mr. Taft said, and 
| he was enthusiastically applauded. 
“He was able to learn the situation 
there. He was received with a tre- 
mendous ovation by the plain peo- 
ple of the various countries because 
they believed he was going to give 
them a democracy, a league of na- 
tions for the future.

France Would Pool War Debts. 

The most important heading is en- 
titled: “Reapportionment of the war 
debts of allied countries on a fair 
basis.” Whil? not presented in de- 
tail, this heading opens one of the 
largest questions presented to the 
conference. According to the French 
point uf view, the huge debts piled 
up by the war have fallen unduly on 
France, which is now carrying the 
largest per capita load. It is main- 
tained, therefore, a certain portion 
of these allied war debts should be 
pooled so ag to be international ob- 
ligations instead of being carried 
alone by France. This is on the 
theory that the war was not fought 
omly as a defensive measure by 
Francé, but as an international con- 
flict in which France bore the brunt 
because of her geographical posi- 
tion.

TIT WAKES wlEA risen mp ve 5 ’Naficns Given 


FOR HIGHER FARES 


In Final Address He Re- 
fers to Recommendation 
for Increased Street Car 
Revenue for Atlanta 
Company. 


Former President Taft put in a 
word for increased car fare in At- 
lanta last’ evening when in the 
course of his address before the 
Southern Congress for the League 
Of Nations he referred to the street 
ear difficulties here and in New 
Orleans, which had been placed be- 
fore the war labor board, of which 
he is joint chairman with Frank P. 
Walsh, resulting in an award of in- 
creased wages in both cities. 

“In some instances: we granted 
higher pay to the street car em- 
ployees, asking at the same time 
that a raise of fare be allowed the 
public utilities. This thing happen- 
ed in- Atlanta and New Orleans, 
among other cities. 

“It is not fair to get a raise in 
wages and then not help in securing 
for the company an increase in fare, 
For it must be borne in mind that 
the increase in cost must be met in 
some way by the street railway. 

“Tf you welcome the organization 
of labor and put it in a position of 
responsibility, the workers ought to 
feel the obligation to help their em- 
ployers get what is just for them, 
becausé it is not the square thing to 
get an increase in wages and then 
ignore the other part of the recom- 
mendation of the decree.” 

Mr. Taft’s Address. 

His addreas, in part, follows: 

“Perhaps you have aright to 
know why I should speak at a la- 
bor meeting. For nine months, as 
a member of the war labor board, 
I have been forced to study the 
question of the relations between 
capital and labor in this country. 


“The members of the board oc- 
cupied three weeks in constant dis- 
cussion, and after a while, to our 
own great surprise, and I think to 
the surprise of all twelve of the 
commission, we agreed and signed 
the paper. 

“Now, that paper contained a 
number of principles. One was that 
no employer had the right to in- 
terfere with the complete right of 
the laborers to organize into trades 
unions, tp be represented in their 
dealings with their employers by 
committees of their own; that no 
working men had a'right to inter- 
fere with the organizations of em- 
ployers, and that we approved in 
the strongest possible way the 
principle of collective bargaining 
and of the Sroup system. 

“And upon that basis we laid 


down other principles and created 


machinery by which we took up the 
differences that might arise be- 
tween the employers and employees 
during the war, and arranged ma- 
chinery for their system, 
have been nine months 
away. 

“The laborers of the world have, 
by reason of the character of this 
war, and the necessary character of 
all wars in the future, come to know 
that upon them, not alone has ma- 
terial for the army, but as those up- 
on whose labor and earnest skipped 
attention the the whole success of 
war must ultimately depend, and. 
knowing that they have acquired a 
greater consciousness of power, and 
it is for the benefit of the commu- 
nity that they should have the 
group system, that the trades un- 
ions should be encoufaged, and 
should be recognized by the em- 
ployes and dealt with on the prin- 
ciples of the group system in .order 
that you should give to the leaders. 
of labor a sense of responsibility | 
and a conservatism that they will 
not have if emplyers occupy the| 
attitude of hostility to their organ- 
ization, for the reason that they will 
drive them into hostility and into 
being reds and radicals, and you 
will encourage that anarchistic, so- 
cialistic spirit that is rife now the 
world over. 

“It is essential, in order that the, 
laboring men, now feeling their 
power, should acquire a sense of re- 
sponsibility to society; that the bus-. 
ineéss men who employ should recog- 
nize them and deal with them, and 
come together with them in collec- 
tive bargaining, so that all these 
differences—not all of them, but 
many of them—should be removed.” 

“T have gone into this because I 
believe if is a secret not only of 
national and domestic dealings be- 
tween classes, but it is the secret of 
national and international dealings 
with nations who come together in 
such a way that they can confront 
each other in collective bargaining 
in a League of Nations where all 
the nations can understand the at- 
titude of all the others. 


Atlanta Situation. 


“We have increased wages often 
and then we have recognized in con- 
nection with the increases the ne- 
cessity especially in public utilfties 
of increasing rates of fare, so: that 
the companes may have the means 
by which they can pay that rate of 
wages and other expenses. 

That has been done right here in 
Atlanta and in New Orleans and 
elsewhere, and the character of the 
relation is such that if you welcome 
the organization of labor and put 
it in a position of responsibility, 


working 


their employers get what is just 
for them, bécause it is not the square 
thing to get an increase in wages 
and then ignore the other part of

other side to go into this league. 

“During the war President Wil- 
son promised a@ league cf nations to 
the other side—and to whom did 
that promise go—to the mere gov- 
ernments over there, and they ac- 
cepted the principle of the league of 
natidns—even Germany accepted 
it, dnd you have heard from. Mr. 

tonight his experiences on the 
other side when he went over there, 
and the morale of those workmen 
in France and in Italy and in Eng- 
land was sugh that we didn’t know 
whether they would hold out or not 
when the German propaganda of 
the German socialists and German 
workmen was seeking to destroy 
that morale, what was it that held 
those m*n up so that they defended 
their country and went on making 
the’ production which saved the 
country?

“Under those conditions are we to}

Affirming that the league of na- 
tions is in accord with American 
ideals and essential for the welfare 
of the United States, yet cannot be 
formed unless the United States is 
a party, resolutions were adopted by 
the 1,000 and more delegates to the 
Southern Congtfess for the League 
of Nations and by the hundreds 
of others présent Saturday morning 
pledging the active support of. the 
body to securing the approval of the 
tentative draft of the Paris coven- 
ant. 

The document was prepared by 
the platform committee, composed 
of representatives from every state 
in the sOutheast, and was enthusi- 
astically received. 

The text of the resolutions reads 
as follows: 

The defeat of German militar« 
ism by the united power of the 
free nations has opened the way 
for the triumph of.the ideals of 
popular government in_ the 
world. The will of free. peo- 
ple is that there shall be no 
more war and that the rule of 
justice shall prevail among na- 
tions. 

The eve for a league of na- 
tions plans to secure justice be- 
tween the nations, preserve their 
independence, and by peaceably 

. settling differences between 
them, prevent needless resort to 
war. Such a league, powerful 
enough for the purpose, cannot 
be formed unless the United 

States is a party. 

The constitution or covenant

FRED BY KNOX 
AND HARDMIEK 


Pennsylvania Republican 
and Georgia Democrat 
Both Assert Proposed 
League Charter Violates 

- U. S. Constitution. 


Washington, March 1.—Attacks on 
the league of nations constitution 


‘by Senator Knox, of Pennsylvania, 


were’ delivered in-the senate today 


a republican member of the foreign 
relations committee and former sec- 
retary of state, and Senator Hard- 
wick, of Georgia, democrat, the lat- 
ter making prebably his last formal 
address before retirement March 4. 

Both speakers vigorously asserted 
that the proposed league would 
breed war and not peace. Both also 
declared that the tentative charter 
was unconstitutional, would impair 


American sovereignty and ‘would 
submit vital domestic questions to a 


foreign super-tribunal in which the 
United States would be outvoted. 

In lieu of the proposed league, 
Senator Knox suggested a 4ifferent’ 
form of world organization. an in- 
ternational court to administer an 
international code of law and sep- 
arate peace conventions between the 
nations. 

Senator Hardwick said it “would

Vielatien of Constitution. 

In four respects, said Mr. Hard- 
wick, the league constitution vio- 
lates the American constitution. He 
specified that it limits the power of 
congress to provide an army and 
navy, restricts congress in its pow- 
ers to determine when and for what 
reason the country shall go to war, 
limits and “practicaJly destroys” the 
country’s treaty-making powers and 
also destroys the force and efficacy 
of the tenth amendment in that it 
commits to the league the decision 
of questions that are local to the 
states over which congress has no 
control). 


What he termed “evolution of pro- 
gressive democracy into interna- 
tional Bolshevism” also was deplored 
by the Georgia senator, who also 
declared ‘that during the war the 
federal government has usurped the 
power of the states.

Jerome Jones, Prominent

That labor will stand unitedly be- 
hind the plan for a league of na- 
tions was the assertion made at the 
southern congress meeting’ yester- 
day by Jerome Jones, well-known 
Atlanta labor leader, who was 
chosen to speak for that great class. 
He told just how labor suffers by 
war, and declared that a lasting 
peace was the desire of all, 

His address in full is as follows: 

“Mr. Chairman and My Fellow 
Countrymen: However much I am 
impressed with the honor that has 
come to.me in my deajgnation to 
represent in this great presence and 
with these magnificent men- from 
other walks of life, the laboring 
men and women of this section, that 
honor is lost in the lights and 
shadows of the grave responsibility 
that attends it, and [ feel the 
weight of my obligations in a way 
that impels me to speak with abso- 
lute fidelity to truth, frankly 
voicing the sentiments of the mil- 
lions of men and women in this re- 
public who labor with thelr minds 
and their hands to make the world 
better every day, and to make it 
not only »safe for democracy, but 
certain for justice and humanity. 

“The League of Nations to En-

Obeyed the Findings. 


“American labor obeyed the find- 
ings of that board without question 
to the end that the United States 
was alone among the great warring 
powers which went throug!?? the pe- 
riod of the strife without a serious 
strike and with maximum produc- 
tion from its surprising capacities. 
The great war was as much a war 
of mills as of guns, of reapers as 
of swords, of gins as of airplanes, 
of transports and great carrying 
ships as of cruisers and destroyers. 

“Labor—American labor—stood by 
their forges, by their looms, their 
planters and threshers and by every 
instrument by which food and cloth- 
ing and engines of destruction are 
grown or made. 

“The war has been won. The 
English. government has turned to 
organized labor to save British fn- 
dustry and the British nation from 


Indorsing the League of Nations 
in the strongest terms, and speak- 
ing for it the support of the 
churches, Bishop Warren A. Can- 
dler in his address yef#terday to the 
southern congress of the League of 
Nations, made the striking state- 
ment that “if the Paris peace con- 
ference had not undertaken first of 
all to advise some plan by which a 
righteous and enduring peace might 
be assured to all the nations of the 
earth, the members of that august 
assembly of statesmen might weil 
have made themselves the watchers 
by the bedside of a dying world to 
give it such doses of diplomacy as 
might avert too violent convulsions 
in its expiring agonies.” 

Bishop Candler is probably the 
most conspicuous leader of south- 
ern Methodism, is ahecellor of Em- 
ory university and is noted for his 
profoundness of learning and power 
of expression. He placed behind the 
League of Nations not only the or- 
ganized influence of the Methodist 
church, but the organized forces of 
Christianity and righteousness ev- 
erywhere, declaring that if they 
should fail to support such an en- 
terprise they would be guilty of the 
highest treason to God. 

Ceneeption of Peacc. 

The original vision of perpetual 
and universal peace, said Bishop 
Candler, had its inception in the 
minds of religious men, while 
among the pagan of ancient history 
and the heathen of modern times 
it has been so much as even a dream. 

It was reserved to the Hebrew 
prophets and psalmists of Old Tes- 
tament times, he pointed out, to 
foresee and foreshadow an age of 
universal righteousness and univer- 
sal peace. Solomon spoke of it with 
matchless eloquence in his Psalms, 
and Isaiah and Micah caught a vi- 
gion of the coming of “the cloudless 
day.”” Again, at the birth of Christ 
the vision broke forth in the song of 
the Angels of Advent, who sung of 
“peace on earth, good will to men.” 


The international law of modern 
times, declared Bishop Candler, had 
its origin in this.donception of the 
ancient prophets. of the Hebrew 
race. Hugo.Grotius, the noted Dutch 
publicist of the seventeenth cen- 
tury, argued solely from religious 
premises in his deathless treatise 
on‘the subject, and almost outlined 
the League of Nations when he de- 
clared that “some expedient may be 
found to force both parties to ac-

Yet, as Wellington said, 
the bishop pointed out, “nothing but 
a battle lost can be half so melan- 
choly as a fattlé won,” and, in the 
bishop’s language, “‘the immeasura- 
ble grief and inconsolable bereave- 
ments which the churches witness 
in their ministers of consolation 
constrain them to lend all their in- 
fluence to oe! reasonable plan to 
make as nearly jmpossible as may 
be the repetiton of such a hideous 
chapter in human history.” 

Just here Bishop Candler made the 
statement quoted at the outset in 
regard to the duty of the peace con- 
ference in Paris to take up first of 
all the formation of a League of 
Nations to prevent future wars.

that the war meant and all that it

Labor Peace Demands. 


“In the proceedings of the Amer- 
jean Federation of Labor of last 
year may be found the following: 


to enforce peace among the peoples 
of the world because labor suffers 
more from war than any or all of 
the other classes. In the cruel] and 
merciless slaughterathat since 1914 
has sent millions of~human souls to 
eternity, our people contributed from 
their thin and meager ranks to the 
hungry man of war, her best blood, 
her brightest minds and her bravest 
hearts. Labor watched ‘the trail of 
the serpent of sin and hate, and war 
and death, dragging its ugly form 
through the fields where peace has 
sown the seeds and grown the grain 
that war harvested in blood and suf- 
fering; labor has seen the shops and 
factories which years of peace and 
toil had filled with useful tools and 
countless wheels and machinery, 
used in the heat of war as charnel 
houses and finally destroyed to grat- 
ify the vandals who live by hate; 
labor has heard the cry of the hun- 
ry and the plaint of the cold and 
the moan of the sick for too long a 
time, in the providence of God, to 
not understand what war means. 


Labor Wonderfully Haman. 


‘Tabor may not be just what it! 


could be in the study and practice 
of the sciences and the fine arts, 
but labor is wonderfully human, and 
the thing that is best for labor is 
the best for humanity, and the 
thing that is best for humanity 
should be enforced by agreement 
throughout the nations “f the world. 

“I speak for a people who have 
drunk the bitter dregs of War and 
drained the cup; for a people who 
love peace because it affords op- 
portunity to construct and encour- 
ages effort to make better every- 
thing that God has given us; for a 
people who combine in mind and 
heart and hand the power to think 
and love and build and who find 
joy in what they mold and grow and 
create because they believe they are 
performing here the service that is 
expected of them and the service 
that will better mankind. For these 
people I come to this meeting with 
a message that is old, but ag true 
and as full of love and human sym- 
pathy now as when uttered nearly 


the Germans from the beginning of 
the war when they invaded Belgium 
and began their barbarous outrages 
upon the people of that country and 
their institutions. He said he was 
never in doubt for a moment of the 
ultimate outcome of the war. 


“I cherished the hope during the 
progress of the war,” he gaid, “that 
it would be followed by a great re- 
vival of the religious spirit and a 
return to the practice of religion, 
and I hoped also that with its close 
there would: be such concerted ac- 
tion as would render stich horrors 
impossible in the future.” 


Must Revive Religious Spirit. 


As to the first of these, the bishop 
stated, the southern congress was 
not the place to discuss it; while as 
to the second, the League of Na- 
tions was now in process of forma- 
tion with exactly that obfect in 
view. But the practice of religion 
is more important than a League 
of Natians, the bishop ventured to 
say, and permanent peace can never 
be secured until there has been a 
great revival of the religious spirit.

‘“‘We reported to the San Francisco (1915) 
convention a comprehensive plan for the con- 
vocation of such a world labor congress, 
which was approved.

“The Baltimore (1916) convention adopt- 
ed as ® supplement to the@first proposition,. 
that the labor movements of the various 
countries should prevail upon their gr

‘These demands are in accord with the 
fundamental principles of democracy which 
is the basic issue involved in the war. The 
labor movement holds that the government. 
should be the agency by which the will 
of the people is expressed, rather than the 
agency for controlling them. 

Fundamental Principles. 


‘The Buffalo (1917) convention declared 
that the follewing essentially fundamental 
principles must underlie any peace treaty 
acceptable to them: 

‘1, A league of the free peoples of the 
world in a common covenant for genuine and 
practical co-operation to secure justice and 
therefore peace in relations between na- 


tions. 

‘© *2. No political or economic restric- 
tions meant to benefit some nations and to 
cripple or embarrass others. 

‘**3. No indemnities or reprisals based 
upon vindictive purposes or deliberate desire 
to injure, but to right manifest wrongs. 

***4 Recognition of the rights cf small 
nations . and, of the principle, ‘‘No —_— 
must be forced under sovereignty under 
which it does not wish to live.’’ 

** ‘5, No territorial changes or adjustment 
of power except in furtherance of the wel- 
fare of the peoples affected and in further- 
ance of world peace.’ 

“In addition to these bagic principles 
which are based upon declarations of our 
president of these Unfted States, there should 
be incorporated in the treaty that shall 
constitute the guide of nations In the new 
period and‘ conditions into which we enter 
at the close of the war the following decla- 
rations, fundamental to the best interests 
of all nations and of vital 4mportance to 
wage-earuers:

Monday morning the state board 
of health will move into its new 
headquarters across from the state 
capitol, in the old Jackson home at 
the corner of Capitol avenue and 
Capitol Square.

| state board: Division of tuberculo- 
| sis, division of venereal disease con- 

trol, bureau of vital statistics and 
department of epidemiology. Each 
of these divisions has a full time 
director, devoting his entire time to 
' the work of the state. 

The last legislature presented the 
state board of health with the state 
tuberculosis sanitarium, located at 
Alto. Many improvements have been 
made there and many more are 
| needed, according to state officials.

Colonel Kenzie W. Walker, assist- 
ant director of finance and in 
charge of paying men the $60 bonus 
allowed them upon leaving’ the 
army, has announced the following 
explanation in Washington of the 
proper procedure for soldiers in case 
of loss of discharge certificates and 
in. other circumstances: 

Certified copies of discharge certificates 
will not be accepted for the purpose of pay- 
ing bonus. 


In case of lost discharge certificates in 
lien thereof the soldier must forward a 
certificate of service issued him by the ad- 
jutant general of the army. 

Bonus will not be paid to the following: 

1. To any persons who, though appointed 
or inducted into the military or naval forces 
or prior to Nevember 11, 1918, had not re- 
ported for duty at his station on or prior 
to such date, or 

2. To any person who has already received 
one month’s pay under the provisions of sec- 
tion 9 of the act entftled an act to author- 


military establishment of the United States, 
approved May 18, 1917, or 

3. To any person wh®d is entitled to retired 
pay, or 

4. To the heirs or legal representatives 
of any person entitled to any payment un- 
der this section who has died or may die 
before receiving such payment. 

In explanation of the foregoing the gen- 
eral discharge certificate is absolutely neces- 
gary, for the reason that it is.intended to 
ndorse thereon the fact that the bonus has 
been paid. 

There is no other method that would not 
involve an enormous amount of bookkeeping 
which wotld guarantee the government 
against duplicate payments. 

Soldiers may send in their discharge cer- 
tifica'tes with perfect confidence that they 
will be returned to them, sending certifi- 
cates by registered mail if_they prefer. 

In case a soldier has lost his discharge 
certificate and has not a certificate of 
service issued him by the adjutant general, 
he should at once make application to that 
official to be furnished with such certifi- 
cates.

With the close of the present war, 
Brigadier General J. Van Holt Nash, 
a prominent figure in the military 
lief of Georgia for the past twenty- 
three years, returns to the state de- 
partment as adjutant general for 
Georgia. Governor Hugh M. Dorsey 
on Saturday signed General Nash’s 
commission and he immediately en- 
tered on his duties. 

Acting Adjutant General, Major 
Arthur McCullom, who has done 
splendid work in the absence of Gen- 
eral Nash, will have charge of the 
United States property in the state 
and will be the disbursjng agent of 


the army here. Major McCullom 
very effectively assisted the military 
department of the state which had 
charge of the draft during the try- 
ing days when the draft regulations 
were being put into operation, 

When the United States entered 
the world conflict and the federal 
government asked for volunteers to 
take training that they in turn 
might train the great draft armiés 
of the republic, General Nash,

From the general staff General 
Nash was transferred on February 
1, 1919, to Camp Lee, Petersburg,

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On Wednesday of this week the citizens of Atlanta will decide 
whether their city, the “Gateway of the South,” shall continue the 
forward march of progress that has made our municipality one of the 
most important in the nation, or whether it shall enter a period of 
retrogression that will offset the efforts of two decades. 

On that day you will be called upon to voice your approval, or 
‘you@disapproval, of.two propositions which are vitally connected with 
the welfare of Atlanta. If by your ballots you approve these two issues, 
you insure a continuation and indeed an increase of the remarkable 
activity that has eharacterized Atlanta from the days of its infancy. If 
you disapprove them, you set the seal of your sanction upon niggardli- 
ness of policy, obstructionist tactics and a general decline in all the 
institutions that have made this city great. 

The two propositions are so closely allied as to be practically 
inseparable. One is the $1,000,000 municipal bond issue, which will 
provide funds for the purchase of pumps and other equipment for the 
waterworks system of Atlanta; will provide for the erection of a 
Cyclorama building and historical museum; will motorize the fire 
department and will install at the city crematory an electric generat- 
iig plant to utilize the enormous steam power now going to waste and 
iiake it possible for new industries to locate in Atlanta. 

The other proposition is that of restoring the city tax rate from 
its present figure of $1.25 per hundred dollars to $1.50 per hundred 
dollars. The additional revenue derived under the increased rate will 
be used first of all to rehabilitate the public school system. It will 
provide adequate, modern buildings and will give to the corps of 
faithiul teachers a wage that is commensurate with the responsibilities 
of their position and that will enable them to live as is.their right to live. 


THE BOND ISSUE. 


The $1,000,000 worth of bonds which the city of Atlanta proposes 
to issue is divided into four distinct items. Each vitally concerns the 
welfare of the municipality. . Each has been the object of exhaustive 
discussion and research and has been included only after the most careful 
consideration. , 

Of the total $1,000,000 exactly one-half is to go to provide additional 
equipment for the waterw orks system and to pay for the new pumps 
soon to be installed at the main pumping station. Cast year it became 
apparent that something must be done and done quickly to put the 
waterworks on a footing that would enable it to meet the demands of 
the situation. [Expert investigation showed that the life and health of 
Atlanta’s citizens was being subjected to a serious menace through 
inadequate facilities for furnishing a water supply. The rapid! growth 
of the city had far outstripped the capacity of the pumping stations, 
which were using equipment installed many years ago. 

Danger of contamination of the water supply was also apparent 
because of the insufficient facilities for filtration and purification. The 
situation was acute and the people of Atlanta were asked to approve 
a bond issue which would provide a remedy. There were something 
over 8,000 votes cast in that election and only 123 ballots were counted 
against the bonds. But on accOunt of the law governing bond issues 
at that time, the bond issue was lost becatise two-thirds of the registered 
voters of the city had not approved the proposition. 

Then it, was. that a final effort was made to secure the equipment 
and Mr. Asa G. Candler, at that time mayor of the city, agreed to 
furnish the neceS8sary credit of $250,000 to purchase the needed facilities. 
Every member of council pledged himself to see that this $250,000 was 
paid in T919, either through a bond issue, or from the general funds in 


the city’s treasury. 
A DEBT OF HONOR. 


Ww hat will happen if the bond issue fails? The finance sheet, on 
which are based the operations of the various departments of the city 
government, will -bé cut the bone. Expenses must be curtailed 
ruthlessly and every vital a€tivity, of the municipality must be seriously 
interfered with. The police force will have to be reduced: the sanitary 
department must be deprived of some of its efficiency; many firemen 
must be discharged and the city’s protection against another disastrous 
conflagration immgasurably impaired; work on the streets must be 
practically suspended. 

. That $250,000 pledge’ must be fulfilled if it takes every dollar that 
was to have heen iised to carry on the development of Atlanta’s municipal 
“activities. The mere purchase of the new ‘pumps will not meet the 
demands of the situation. It will cost $75,000 to’install them and the 


balance of the $500,000 provided for in the new bond issue must go 
to putchase additional equipment that has been sorely needed for years. 

The citys waterworks system must not be allowed to become a 
positive menace to the community, ‘The bonds offer the only solution 
of the problem. 

THE CYCLORAMA. 

That an historic masterpiece of art, such as the “Battle of Atlanta,” 
should be subjected to such danger of destruction as is momentarily 
threatened by the condition of the structure in which it is housed at 
present, is unthinkable. The building at Grant park, where the won- 
derful painting has been on exhibition for decades, is a positive disgrace 
to the city of Atlanta. Danger from fire is overwhelming. The flimsy 
structure may go up in smoke at any moment. 

Where will be stored the historic relics that will be brought back 
from the battlefields of Europe?) Where can Atlanta gather its memen- 
toes of the world war and know that they are safe from destruction? 

It is proposed to take $100,000 from the sale of the bonds to be 
voted on Wednesday and erect a Cyclorama and museum that will do 
credit to Atlanta. There the great painting that has aroused the awe 
and admiration of hundreds of thousands will be cared for and preserved 
for future generations. The profits accruing to the city from the 
operation of the present Cyclorama constitute more than 7 per cent 
On an investment of $100,000. The proposed establishment will not 
only be an evidence of Atlanta’s pride and veneration for historic 
relics, but will constitute an excellent business investment. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT MOTORIZATION. 


The city of Atlanta is now paying $25,000 per year as rental for the 
motor fire apparatus used by the fire department. It was impossible to 
purchase this equipment outright, but by taking advantage of a loophole 
in the statute, it was possible to motorize the department and place it 
on a par with the fire fighting forces of other cities in Atlanta’s classi- 
fication. : 

But is it good business to keep on paying $25,000: per year when 
the equipment can be purchased outright for $100,000? There can be 
no negative answer to:such a proposition as that. 


THE CREMATORY POWER PLANT. 


Down at the municipal crematory, where the city’s garbage is 
incinerated, there is a tremendous amount of wasted energy. I¢ is in 
the shape of steam gencrated in the process of destroying refuse matter. 
Expert investigation has shown beyond the shadow of a doubt that 
with an average consumption of 200 tons of garbage per day, as 
at present, 1,500 kilowatts of electricity, or 2,000 horsepower, is abso- 
lutely wasted every day at the incinerating plant. 

It is proposed to install, with a portion of the funds derived from 
the bond issue, steam turbines which will develop 1,200 horsepower in 
electric current. These turbines will utilize at least a portion of the 
steam that is now generated in the normal operation of the incinerating 
plant and will furnish electric powér for industrial establishments in 
Atlanta. It is also proposed to install an additional battery of boilers using 
coal as fuel to operate two 5,000-kilowatt turbines with a capacity of 
15,000 horsepower. 

The future of Atlanta depends upon industrial enterprises. This 
fact has been stressed by every civic and business organization here 
and no one will undertake to contravert it. The only way to secure 
industrial supremacy in any city 1s to have available sufficient power 
facilities as to make the location desirable to manufacturers. Atlanta’s 
power supply is limited. That fact is also admitted by everyone con- 
cerned or even superficially informed as to the situation. Unless more 
power becomes available Atlanta’s industrial future is menaced and her 
development along this line must necessarily be tremendously _handi- 
capped. 

The utilization of the waste steam at the fncinerating plant for 
the generation of additional-electric power and the installation of an 
auxiliary generating equipment to further augment this supply offers 
a solution to. the problem. It is a feasible solution; one that has been 
tried out in other cities and found to.be productive of gratifying results. 
Milwaukee, Wis., has such a plant, equipped as it is proposed to equip 
Atlanta’s crematory. Milwaukee develops 1,500 horsepower with its 
waste steam, even without the auxiliary equipment such as is proposed 
for Atlanta. 

Would it be any attraction to manufacturers to find available in 
Atlanta some 20,000 horsepower generated at a minimum cost and 


furnished at an eminently reasonable rate? What-would it not mean 
to the industrial development of the eity ? Pi 

The crematory generating “plant item in. the bond issue calls for 
$300,000 which will not only install the caugmment necessary to utilize 
the waste steam, but will also put in the auxiliary battery of generators 
to run the available power supply up to 20,000 horsepower. 

No investment that the city of Atlanta’ could: make would prove 
so remunerative and so productive of substantial results in the way of 
industrial development. The proposition is eminently sound; it has 
the substance of something practical. Its approval by the citizens of 
Atlanta will mean that this city has taken a tremendous step forward 
along lines of progressive municipal administration. 

THE TAX RATE. ° 

Atlanta is handicapped in its program of city development by the 
fact that its finances are restricted abnormally. Funds are not available 
to efficiently operate the various departments on a basis that is univer- 
sally satisfactory and productive of the best results. The public schools 
are in such a condition today as to cause grave fears that the system 
is being rapidly undermined, with the prospect that if the present 
condition is allowed to continue, the educational facilities of Atlanta 
will sink far below the level maintained by other progressive munici- 
palities of the country. 

Every department of the city government has suffered through this 
lack of finances. Street construction and maintenance cannot be carried 
on satisfactorily ; the sanitary control of the city is not as comprehensive 
as it should be; the fire and police departments cannot be brought up 
to the point of efficiency that would be possible if additional revenue 
were made available. 

Some years ago the tax rate in Atlanta was reduced from $1.50 
to its present figure of $1.25*per hundred dollars. Without going into 
a discussion of the causes of this action on the part of the. city council, 
it suffices to say that since that time the municipality has been serious! v 
hampered in its activities. It is time that thes¢ hampering influences 
were removed. 

Atlanta now has a lower tax rate than practically every city of its 
size and wealth in the United States. Rochester, N. Y., has a tax 
rate of $2.11; Providence, R. I., $1.31; St. Paul, Minn., $2.23; Louisville, 
Ky., $1.85; Richmond, Va., $1.33. All these municipalities are in the 
population class with Atlanta. 

The present basis of property assessment in Atlanta is 70 per cent 
of its actual value. Until recently it was 60 per cent. Under the . 
proposal to restore the tax rate to $1.50 the basis of property assessment 
would be put back,to 60 per cent, which would result in a proportionate 
decrease in the amount of taxes paid by the individual property owner 
and an equalization of the tax burden so that the corporations bear 
their fair share. As the situation now stands, Atlanta pays more money 
into the state treasury in the form of taxes than does any other munici- 
pality in the state in proportion to its size and wealth. The 7o per cent 
property valuation is the cause of this condition and with a return to the 
60 per cent basis and the restoration of the $1.50 tax rate, Atlanta will get 
the benefit of her own tax moneys to a greater degree than ever before. 

The’ argument advanced by some opponents of this proposal that 
a higher rate would retard civic development is unsound. Civic develop- 
ment depends to a large extent upon the rapidity with which municipal 
improvements are installed, the efficiency with which municipal depart- 
ments are operated and the quality of the service rendered in each line 
of activity. These requisites cannot be met unless finances are provided 
in sufficient quantity. Finances cannot. be supplied unless taxes are 
adequate so that the whole question of civic development devolves 
upon the premise that taxation shall be ample for the needs of the 
situation. 

If the citizens of Atlanta desire to see their public school system 
placed on an efficient, effective basis; if they wish to receive the benefits 
that accrue from modern civic improvements, let them provide the 
sinews of war in the shape of increased revenues. 

The election of Wednesday will mark a turning point in Atlanta's 
history. mp on determine whether the municipality shall advance or 
retreat. will show’ beyond question whether Atlanta is to maintain 
its place in the forefront-of American municipalities, or whether it is 
to trail along with the rear guard. 

The bond issue and the restoration of the tax rate are the keys 

to the situation. Upon their approval by Atlantans depends the future 
of the city.

J. J. Brown Issues State- 
ment Asking if South Is 
to Be Sacrificed for Ben- 
efit of Foreign Nation. 


Following press dispatches an- 
nouncing President Wilson's deter- 
mination to veto any legislation 
which seeks to lift the embargo on 
export cotton, J. J. Brown, com- 
missioner of agriculture of Geor- 
gia, Saturday stated that he was 
sorely disappointed by this stand of 
the president. 

His statement follows: 

It was with a deep feeling of regret 
that I read the press dispatches from 
Washington bringing the information that 
‘President Wilson will rot hesitate to veto 


any legislation which seeks to take imme- 
dately effective the lifting of the embargo 
on cotton.’ 

Measured not by the yard stick of sen- 
timent, but solely on the first law of human 
nature and a department of agri- 
culture of the s of Georgia is sorely 
disappointed and, I must say, that dis- 
appointment drops to positive anxiety when 
we read the reasons given in the same press 
dispatches for this conciusion “on the part of 
Mr. Wilson. For the southern public’s con- 
sumption—that of the business man, the 
banker, the merchant, the farmer, and of 
the sons and mothers as well—I want/ to 


quote the following: 
Opposition by France. 


““France furnishes the keynote 
to this perplexing problem. France 
is bitterly opposed to sending cot- 
ton into Germany, on the ground 
that that enemy country, with which 
peace terms have not yet been con- 
cluded, is in a position to™take an 
economic advantage of France. Ger- 
many can begin the spinning of cot- 
tom tomorrow.

Maybe the people of the south will be 
able to swallow that; I cannot, and I don’t 
believe they will. 

This department has supported the presi- 
dent and the government in their every 
stnallest effort toward winning the war 
while we were fighting it. Now the long, 
loud cry that “‘the war isn’t over’’ comes 
from across the ocean to us in an unbroken 
wave, despite the fact that the United 
States of America—and that’s where our 
first heart-and-soul interest lies—is dismem- 
bering its army, is bringing its fighting 
men home and freeing them from their 
obligation to the war department. Though 
there is a proper degree of importance to 
attach to that caution for diplomatic ‘rea- 
sons, the exaggeration of it to a point of 
all-absorbing importance cannot rest now on 
the same basis as did the cry when hostil- 
ities were on. . 

Commerce on Free Seas. 

When the call to arms was sounded it 
was because the United States of America 
sought to make plain to the world that 
this country would not stand for the de- 
cree of any nation that we should not .con- 
duct our commerce on a free seas; that we 
would not permit our shipments in com- 
merce longer to be sent to the bottom of 
the ocean; that we would avenge and stop 
the slaughter of our women aid children 
moving as peaceable people across the 
waters. All of these things were threshed 
out by and for the country before and when 
we went into war, and the people of the 
south have responded to those principles and 
laid down the lives of the flower of the 
south’s young manhood for them. When the 
call was made for money for Liberty Loan 
Bonds the south cheerfully went over the 
top. When we were told to cut off our 
cotton acreage and devote the land to the 
feeding of our armies and their allies it 
was the south which jumped to the fore- 
front, forgot the question of ‘‘money crop’’

and grew foodstuffs in increased abundance 
as no other section has done. Three times 
we — our patriotism financially, and 
gindly. i 

So long as the war was being fought, no 
part of the cotton-producing south raised its 
voice against a cotton embargo, but our 
wives and children went into the fields to 
do the labors of farm help which has been 
called on to shoulder guns for this nation, 
and they did it gladly. We bore whatever 
increased expense and privation there was 
as an outcome. We were fighting for the 
preservation of our nation and for human- 
ity, for the protection of the guarantee of 
peaceful pursuits and happiness, our legiti- 
inate prosperity and our commercial freedom. 

Armies Dishanding. 

The hostilities have ceased. 
of this country are disbanding. 
has had administered, by us, what we went 
into the war for, such a whipping as to 
make Germany impotent as a menace to 
America. 

And just here let me quote from a well 
put speech in congress by Representative 
Heflin, of Alabama, on February 21: 

**‘While the committee is considering the 
carrying out of the guaranteed price to the 
wheat growers of the country, I want. to 
call the attention of the committee briefly 
to the cotton situation of the country. The 
cotton growing states have not asked the 
government to come to their rescue with 
money; they simply ask that the govern- 
ment take its hands off the exportation of 
cotton to the allied and neutral countries, 
and to let them buy cotton in the quanti- 
ties they want and not in driblets, as some 
government official shall say how much cot- 
ton they may have. I contend that now, 
since the war is over, and this government 
and the allies permit grain and other food- 
stuffs to go to Germany, that the cotton 
producers are entitled at least to the per- 
mission to Germany and Austria to buy 2,- 
000,000 bales of cotton—that is the amount 
they want—and store that cotton in the 
United States until the allied countries say 
it can be moved.” 

In other words, as Mr. Heflin pws it, 
why embargo cotton and export other prod- 
ucts? 

When the United States entered the war 
it was not for the purpose of preserving the 
competitive commercial prestige of France 
on an equal basis with that of England or 
Germany, or of any other country; it was 
to prevent France being sunken into utter

her women and children from slaughter. We 
pave done that, and our job there was fin- 
shed when we did.

The south has grown less rich off the

progress of the war than any other part of 


the United States. In comparison it has 
borne the greater burden and, with char- 
acteristic southern. zeal and fervor, it has 
ginddened in the doing. 

The markets of the world, the textile 
commerce of the world, are dependent upon 
one portion of this country for its raw prod- 
net. That section is blessed by nature as 
the one spot where that raw product can 
be successfully raised. The demands of 
those markets eall for trade tn that prod- 
uet and the south grows and depends upon 
it. We can not supply the demands of the 
world at actual loss on production to our- 
selves, and continue to bring forth the pro- 
duction. If we are not to be unhampered 
within our own nation by our own nation, 
then that thing for which we fought Ger- 
many is lost. If the commercial status of 
France fs to be hurt by the operation of 
the German mills, why not by the operation 
of the American spinners? If it {s to give 
France, for sympatiretic reasons, an equal 
start with the balance of the world, why 
not embargo against them all? 

The south is resting in the balance of a 
very critical period. If France is to be 
saved by action on thé part of our country 
through a scrions depressant on our own 
principal crop and greatest single agricul- 
tural asset, is our own nation going to as- 
sume the position that the south must be 
sacrificed on the altar of sentimental aid 
and encouragement for one foreign .nation? 

The hope now rests In the continued de- 
termination of the sonthern owner of spot 
cotton to hold more firmly than ever every 
hale, every pound of cotton in his posses- 
sion. If England wants cotton, let England 
pay enough to justify, In the face of this 
latest development, the release of what we 
have—or any other nation which may want 
it, for that matter. 

If the world's law of supply and demand 
is not to control, and we of the south nave 
got to face an even greater fight, we 
ought to and must know it—and go to it.

TEOMPROMISE MAY WIN 
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FOR WOMAN SUFFRAGE 


Washington, March 1.—Favorable 
reports on the compromise resolu- 
tion for submission of an equal 
franchise constitutional amendment 
to the states were orGered today by 
both the senate and house woman 
suffrage committees, but when 
Chairman Jones sought to present. 
the senate committee’s report to- 
night, Senator Wadsworth, of New 
York, republican, objected and the 
report remained with the-commit- 
tee. 

While conceding that a filibuster 
or. congestion of legislation in the 
senate might prevent consideration 
of the resolution at this session, 
advocates of the measure expressed 
confidence it would be adopted be- 
fore adojurnment. Senator Jones 
said tonight, however, no plans 
looking to the consideration of the 
resolution had been made. 

The senator explained all plans 
were being held in abeyance until 
pairs could be arranged for absent 
senators and some agreement reach- 
ed with administration leaders re- 
garding a time for calling it up. 

Gay Goes Over. 


Senator Gay, of @.ouisiana, an- 
nounced today he would vote for 
the compromise resolution and ad- 
vocates of the measure said his 
vote would give them the necessary 
two-thirds majority. 

Senator Gay tonight gave out the 
following statement on the new surf- 
frage resolution: 

“rhe proposed amendment to the 
constitution On woman suffrage, of- 
fered by Senator Jones, of New 
Mexico, chairman of the woman sul. 
trage Gommittee of the senate, meets 
with my approval and I intend to 
vote for it when it comes before 
the senate. 

“It recognizes the principle I have 
been contending for, that the sev- 
eral states shail have the authority 
to enforce this article by necessary 
legislation and is & concession on 
the part of those who advocate the 
Susan B. Anthony amendment. 

“If any state should enact any 
law which prohibits the granting of 
suffrage to women, then congress 
shall not be excluded fro menact 
ing appropriate legislatfon to en- 
force it. This provision of the pro- 
posed amendment would only be 
necessary in the event that a state 
should refuse by legislative enact- 
ment the right of women to vote, 

Recognition of State’s Rights. 

“The adoption of this amendment 
in no way affects any law which 
regulates the suffrage question in 
the several states, and the women 
will have the right to vote under 
the same privileges as the men now 
have: 

“If adopted it would be recogni- 
tion of state’s rights. 

“This amendment should receive 
the indorsement of all who sincere- 
ly believe in giving the women of 
this country the right to vote, and 
of all who desire the right to be 
regulated by the enactment of laws 
in the several states. 

“There is little doubt in the 
minds of those who are well  in- 
formed that the Susan B. Anthony 
amendment can be passed in the 
next congress and this compromise 
measure must prove the sincerity of 
the democratic party in its declara- 
tion that it desired to give the vote 
to the noble and patriotic women of 
«the United States.”

against the institution in favor of 
the estate of the late James M. 
Smith, of Clarke county, and letters 
have come to The Constitution from 
eople protesting against the sale 
Bf this church property for debt, 
and proposing plans by which the 
necessary fund may be raised to 
lift the obligatiom from the church. 

Rev. John W. Ham, pastor of the 
church, who has been asked to make 
an accounting of moneys said to 
have been collected by him to pay, 
off the mortgage on the church 
property, is still away from the 
city, but Rev. D. S. Edinfield, who 
was treasurer of the fund up to Feb- 
ruary of last year, gives out an in- 
formal statement in,which he. de- 
clares that all the oney collected 
for the payment of the church mort- 
gaze was placed in the bank. He 
said it amounted to something like 
$7,000 while he was in charge of 
the fund, and that, according to his 
understanding, the gross amount 
collected was only about $12,000. 
and that this sum was cut into deep- 
ly for postage and other vital ex- 
penses, 

Cost of Campaign. 


The postage bill, which included 

stamps for something like 100,000 
letters, was $3,000, and it cost quite 
a sum to get up the names and 
addresses of those to whom letters 
were sent asking for donations. 
“ A letter comes to The Constitu- 
tion from former Senator Grant D. 
Perry, of Morgan county, in which 
he urges the people of Atlanta and 
of Georgia to get their shoulders 
under the financial burdens of the 
Tabernacle Baptist church. 

Mr. Perry not only urges other 
Georgians to come to the financial 
relief of the Tabernacle Baptist 
church, but he proposes to donate 
$1,000 to the fund himself. The let- 
ter follows: 

Asks for Conrributions, 

“Editor Constitution: I see from your 
paper the possibility of the Tabernacle 
church building going ‘to sale for debt. Is it 
possible that the great city of Atlanta—the 
business men of Atlanta, the good Christian 
men and women of Atlanta of,all creeds— 
will allow such a calamity on your com- 
munity? Is it not the interests of all 
Georgia to save this church which is bap- 
tising into the faith of the Lord 200 con- 
verts yearly and having a weekly attend- 
ance of 800 at Sunday school? Is it not 
possible that the great good. done by this 
church is so well known outside of the con- 
fines of the state that people will help re- 
lieve it of debt? 

‘‘Can we not find 400 good men and wom- 
en in all Georgia who will give $250 each 
to save this church property? 

“Can we not find 200 good men and wom- 
en in Georgia who will give $500 each to 
prevent such a calamity in Georgia? Can 
we not find 100 good patriotic men and 
women who will give $1,000 each in order 
that this church and Sunday school may 
continue to have a place to meet and serve 
the Lord? Let the daily press of the state, 
the weekly press, the religfous press of all 
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The essential purpose of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ is to save 
mankind from sin, and to enable 
the sinner.to retrieve his character 
through contrite repentance and by 
further compliance with the laws 
and ordinances based on the 
Atonement wrought by the Savior 
of the race. 


The ‘Church of Jesus (Christ, 
which as a corporate entity is the 
organized body of which the Gospel 
is the vital spirit, must of necessity 
provide a system of order and disci- 
pline for the guidance and govern- 
ment of its members. 

In accordance with the revealed 
law of the Church, a complete 
judiciary organization is main-+ 
tained in the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints; and 
its operation has been strikingly 
effective from the beginning. 

On the basis of territorial classi- 
fication, the smallest fully organ- 
ized unit is the Ward, which is pre- 
sided over by a Bishop, with 
whom are associated two other 
High Priests as Counselors, the 
three constituting the Ward Bish- 
opric. As assistants to the Bish- 
opric, there are deacons, teachers 
and priests. 

Wards are aggregated in broader 
territorial units, known as Stakes, 
each Stake comprising such Wards 
as are conveniently situated, with- 
out numerical Hmitation except as 
the requirements of efficiency 
make necessary. The presiding 
body within a Stake is the Stake 
Presidency, consisting of thfe Pres- 
ident and two Counselors, each of 
the three being a High Priest. As- 
sisting the Stake Presidency is a 
High Council, composed of twelve 
High Priests. 

The General Authorities have 
jurisdiction over the.entire Church, 
according to their respective call- 
ings. At the head stands the Pres- 
ident with two other High Priests 
as Counselors, the three constitut- 
ing the First Presidency of the 
Church. Next in authority is a 
body of twelve High Priests, spe- 
cially ordained as Apostles, and 
these form the Council of the 
Twelve Apostles. 

The usual order of reformatory 
and disciplinary ministry is in gen- 
eral as follows. Should knowledge 
of any case of wrongdoing, or lack 
of harmony between or among 
members, come to the attention of 
the Bishopric of a Ward, it is their 
duty to delegate two or more 
priests or teachers to visit the 
parties concerned, and to try by 
brotherly mediation to bring about 
a reconciliation, or if there be evi- 
dence of actual sin, to report the 
facts to the Bishopric and make 
formal accusation. If the case so 
warrants, the Bishopric sit as a 
court, before whom the accused 
person appears after due notice and 
summons. If he denies the allega- 
tions of misconduct, he is given 
trial, in whichis rights are scru- 
pulously protected. Should he be 
found guilty, the Bishop's court 
requires the offender to effect res- 
titution if such be practicable, or 
to make amends so far as the na- 


ture of the case allows; or, in cases 
of grave offense, formally with- 
draws fellowship from the. guilty 
one, or excommunicates him. The 
penalties never involve fines, de- 
privation of liberty, or levies on 
property; and the extreme judg- 
ment that can be rendered is that 
of excommunication from the 
Church, or for lesser offenses, dis- 
fellowshipment. 

An appeal may be taken from 
the ‘Bishop’s court to the Stake 
Presidency and High Council, 
which tribunal possesses both ap- 
pellate and original jurisdiction. 
Appeals from the action of a High 
Council may be made to the First 
Presidency only, whose decision is 
final. The Council of the Twelve 
Apostles is designated as the 
Traveling Presiding High Council 
of the Church, and they: may of- 
ficiate as a trial court anywhere 
within the Church; though this 
they do only in cases of very seri- 
ous concern, or wherein Church 
members of different local units 
are involved, or as the First Presi- 
dency directs them to assume juris- 
diction. 

The purpose and -basal plan of 
operation of the _ ecclesiastical 
courts was thus set forth by Joseph 
Smith, and the affirmation is au- 
thoritative through formal accept- 
ance by the Church: 

“We believe that all religious 
societies have a right to deal with 
their members for disorderly con- 
duct according to the rules and 
regulations of such societies, pro- 
vided that such dealings be for 
fellowship and good standing; but 
we do not believe that any religious 
society has authority to try men on 
the right of property or life, to take 
from them this world’s goods, or to 
put them in jeopardy of either life 
or limb, neither to inflict any phys- 
ical punishment upon them; they 
can only excommunicate them 
from their society, and withdraw 
from them their fellowship.” (Doc- 
trine & Covenants 134:19.) 

That the courts of the Church 
in no sense assume to oppose or 
supercede the secular law is 
shown in a reyelation given as 
early as 1831, wherein it is ex- 
pressly required that if members 
of the Church commit crime, if they 
kill, or rob, or lie, they “shall be 
delivered up unto the law of the 
land.” See Doctrine & Covenants 
42. 

We hold that in matters of dif- 
ference between brethren, in which 
no specific infraction of the sec- 
ular law is involved, and in of- 
fenses called “cejvil” as _ distin- 
guished from “criminal,” it is as 
truly unworthy of members of the 
Church today as it was in Paul’s 
time that “brother goeth to law 
with brother;” and that it stands 
to our shame if-righteous judgment 
cannot be rendered among our- 
selves. See 1 Cor. 6:5-7.

Mr. Blackburn’s card follows: 


I do not like to be involved in a con- 
troversy that concerns the honesty of a 
church and *its members. owever, in view 
of the personal reference of Mr. W. O. 
Martin to a recent card from my pen, in 
which I asked that the people of Atlanta 
protect the Baptist Tabernacle from a 
\ threatened mortgage foreclosure by raising 
jthe necessary money to tide over the im- 
fpending embarrassment, I feel constrained 
to come before the public again in the de- 
fense of a position voluntarily assumed and 
in answer to motive inspired only by a sin- 
cere desire to do a méasure of good in be- 
half of a church dedicated to the service 
ef God. I am not a member of this church, 
and write merely as an interested citizen. 

It was with profound sorrow that I read 
the published card of Mr. Martin, in which 
he dealt with a phase of this matter in a 
way that showed initial and ungenerous sus- 
picion of a kind that has no association 
with those graces of mind and heart which 
prefer to. dwell on good rather than evil 
report. f 

I thank the author for his reference to 
‘‘Mr. Blackburn’s sincere motive,’’ but re- 
gretfully quote from his bitter effusion, 
surcharged with all that belongs with evil 
design, the following:

‘So 
did 5k, bat had a sort of misgiving—guess 
I knew a little more, or thought I did, 
about the “hub’’ round there, but I sent it 
anyway.” “What has become of all that 
money? I would not repeat the replies I’ve 
heard to this next above question. 

I can not conceive tne motive that im- 
pels one to write in this vindictive spirit 
about good people who worship God in this 
civilized community. I am glad that I have 
never lived in that atmosphere of suspicion 
that would lead me to hurl anathema at 
the expense of a church, with nothing fur- 
ther to support it than the extravagant 
‘“‘general belief’? that from $40,000 to $680,- 
000 was received through this campaign for 
funds. 

The reasonable view of results with such 
campaigns is that $15,000 would have been a 
lucky return. I understand something like 
this amount was received. Consider the 
cost of circulating 100,000 letters and the

I learn was used to pay off an urgent 
mortgage on furniture, and there would be 
little left. 

That one dollar of this sum ever found 
its way into other than honest channels I 
do not believe. Mr. W. G. Peebles, dis-

Mr. Martin, I hear, is a public account- 
ant. A public accountant is usually called 
in to detect irrecularities. Suspicion and 
detection travel the same road. This pres- 
entation of a psychic truism is not intended 
as any discredit upon the gentlemen who 
follow this profession, but to emphasize the 
point in mind, that it 1s difficult for man 
to combat the tendencies gf life training. 

I prefer to believe in the honesty of my 
fellowman. I believe the only thing I fear 
is to do my fellowman a wrong. I would 
not for ten, yes, one hundred times the 
money involved in this unfortunate indebt- 
edness, hurl suspicion of dishonest use of 
funds with nothing more to sustain it than 
the speculation that a fabulous amount of 
money was gathered through a _ letter-ber- 
ging campaign.
